If our Gov- 
oromeut.pertiistB iu depriving UBoi tbu 
ploasure-'of reosiviug letters irom 
abroudi because ii uaanotr iiavo the ser- 
vice porlormod by a sobBidised boat, 
and denies itHelf of an opportunity 
"witbin its reaoh, either from a raia 
ropiuiug utter that which should nevor 
roturu, or from as vain an aspiring 
ailor that which may iiover arrivo, 
wo concoivo that its policy beeoinen a 
proper bubjoci lor cuiibuio. For ioiir 
days it had been given out tluU Capl. 
Oldliold had placud t!io iSparrowliawlc 
at tho diaposal ol' llio Uoluiiial Gov- 
crnmont. Two dayn bcfoie llio Cali- 
fornia had loll San riaiicitico it was 
known horo that ebo would bring no 
mail. Tho opportunity that now ox- 
iuls of cmployiug one of ILor Majesty'u 
ehips in the service, oxistod ihen. \'ot 
nothing was doDO ; nor has a Btep boon 
taken as yet towaids Honding or rc- 
ooiviog a mail. Numerous lolo^y-ainu, 
conveying Captain Oidtiehrs oonsid- 
erate ofler, nave boon sent to No-s 
Westminster. Tho vessel is ready 
coaled, and, with fires banned, only 
awaits a word from tbo Governor to 
insuro an almost insiaut dcparluro. 
Mercantile interests are suffering for 
the want of letters and invoicoa; but, 
shut out as llis Esculloncy is from ail 
communicfUitin with luoreaiuilo raun — 
isolated, we might .say, from cuntiict 
with tho outer world — lie laiLs to i)er- 
ceive tho necessity which cxisia lor iho 
prompt delivory of tho mails at tliu 
"Heat of cuinmeruo" hi tho Colony. 
"Wo do not find fault with tho Govern- 
mont for declining to pay more for a 
mail service than it was worth or it 
could afford. On tho contrary, tro- 
vernraont has acted most wisely in 
putting an end to tho BVfltom ; 
but wo do think that it deserves oon-< 
sure foi neglecting to seize npon the 
first opportunity to secure even a 
temporary service — especially when 
that servico can bo had without n 
farthing of expense to the Colony. 
We can see no excuse for this delay — 
no reason why the kind oifor of Capt. 
Oldtield was not accepted several days 
ago— save thi-, that Government 
wishes to again subsiilizo tho Califjr.o 
nia Company, and lioperf, by making 
tho public fool f'jr a time ilio ineoo^ 
venienco resulting Iroin tho non- 
delivery of tho maih, to render ii re- 
newal ot tho contract pojjular, 11 
this bo tho object had in view, it is 
simply dingiacolui, and ii romotisiraiiee 
should go up Irom this jjiaccagairHt the 
OODtinuunco of tho policy that would 
shako Siumjitown to its centre, and 
compel Governor Seymour to uccopt 
tho Sparrowliawk us ii special mail- 
boat until such time as tho Culilornia 
Company shall return to its senses 
and consent to perform the servico 
for a snm within tbo ability oi tho 
Colony to pay.

Hon .Mr .Macdonald — There was ample evi- 
dence to show that tho bill should be passed, 
wbeo all the hen members from Vancouver 
Island but one were in favor of iti The bill 
would be a pulilic boiiefit, and at must they 
ouuhl only ilo a small private wrong. 

Hon Wood moved that the Uovernor be 
rrquested to withhold bis as'eOi to tbe bill 
until tbe commission bad learned tbe facts of 
Ibe case.

by iwi address to His Excellency, wliich 
would duubrlnss receive the proper attention. 
In moviog the reeclulioD tbe boo junior meni' 
her for Vioiniia hud used son e very hard 
terms in relaliini to Ihe present (jovenirtunt, 
ami parl'eularly in respcot to Iho hon niagi,-« 
iniies. whom the lion iiieiuber oliaraslerijed 
as so many playeia at thumbs uji and thumbs 
down, A larger repreaentulivii element 
might be benelicial, but with the difhoully at 
present existing in finding lepreseotatives it 
would bo quite impossible to increase the 
number jn^l now. They did not want half 
eiliiealed polilioiaos. I'enple wanted lo be 
uliowed to go quietly about tluir businees, 
and if tbe hou member would stump ihe 
country from Ibere to Cariboo, ho would find 
the country was not uisposed for agiiation, 
Tho present system of reiireaentation was 
quite suflicieiil lor present purposes. Ho did 
iiot see why people slioulil lie pestered by 
[lolitical aiii alurs. Let llieiil in,il;o n good 
uso of llie ri'ijre.-eiitatioii they had. He did 
nol wisii to see the political iigilalion eo jne- 
valeiit on the Isiaiid engrafled on the rnaiti- 
lund. The resolulion waa brought in a great 
dtui for tUect, but the debates on such m il" 
lera were a great lax upon tlie paiieiico of ilint 
Hou--o. Men wilh great ii 'Mital ecopo were 
carried away vviili pet sclieiiies. The raid 
whieb had been iipuIo ujioii tlio Kstiinales 
Was not wiso, not to ."ay not h. nest. The 
motion fur reduction in Crown salarn's had 
t eeu brought in hy hon roeiiibers for tflcct in 
order teat ihey might stand well witn the 
jieople outside. Why had thai not been 
p.issed ■/ Wli , has rm lion member altenipied 
10 compleio thai glorious work ? Tho bill 
was not ill the orders of the day. 

Hon DeCosmos had asked fur tbe bill Ibis 
morniog, but had received no satisfactory 
reply. 

llun llobson challenged any hon member 
tu lake it up now and pass il if ho eonid ; il 
had nevi.T been touched from lliat day to 
this. Th-' bill had nut been introduced Irom 
un honest dcjite to servo tlie people ; it was 
more clap-trnp. Tha people of Vancouver 
Island wore thankful, and thought themselves 
forluiiuto in being delivered Irom their lalo 
Governriienl. TIr y looked upon represent-, 
alive iiistilutiuiis as a luiliiro, 'Ibe Inn 
junior mi'iiiber fur \'ieioria, wiih his long 
speeches, imlueed peopio lu ask for thiii;;a 
they did not want. He recouinionded the hou 
member to withdraw bis resolution. 

llcn DeCosmos — The principle contained 
in tho roso'iilion waa one which he wou'd 
oniiliriuc to advoeato so long aa he drew Ihe 
breath of lile, in jiublie or in private. The 
principle had beun hallowed by the slrii!.'i;les 
ol Iho people hir ages, and much blood and 
treasure hail been expended ei-,o the [irinci- 
ple W113 establislu'il. He woul I rest neiihur 
night nor day in contending lor tho principle. 
He had broU'^'hl in the biil and voted for 
Uniou at ;.!! b.,;;i,'di; in nid,;r lo sceuiu u 
profier rep'cseritnl ion for llie people. Every 
ulher colony under the Brili.'-ti Crc.vu had 
re(ire-eii!alive iustiluiions, and the conflict 
would not eea=o until Her Mnjesty's Govern- 
ineni bad given up tbo idea ut govriri.ing the 
country from Uowni- g street. The people 
of VancoHVer l-!aod were a unit on Ihe snb- 
jtcl. An lion iiienr er had lornierly been 
lorernost in his host lily to the Imperial 
policy in conneciion wilb tie Port Hope 
con\entio'). Was tho hon geatlemuo's agitax 
tion right theo 1 

Hon Helmcken — Had listened with con' 
siderable attention to the arsumenls oo Iho 
subject and there crinid be no doubt thai 
tl.o prii.ei(do was curr.icl, iiiii'. he was sure 
that every one with a dri.p ol Kr,;;lish blood 
in his veios would suiiport it. The resolu- 
lion was not got U[j I ir effect or in se'cking 
for [1 ipu le,i ily. T!u! pe ipie of Yicluri.i were 
di.-..-aii.~li. d Willi Iho present Inrin of govern- 
iiieiit. Tiiey lievet wire glad lo give up 
tbeir insliliiiioos, ami lu being united lo 
British Coliiiiibi.i ihey expecrtd lo tho last 
moment that these iustiiuiions would be 
contiDoed, They would rather be disunited 
than remain under each a goveroroeni. Tbo 
mainland hud no school sysicm and the 
County Court Act ju^t pa^-sed gave maais- 
Irales the p.iwer lo issue a capias. 'J'hat 
gentlemen receiving salaries should be in 
that council v.aa tnosl ot jeeiionablo. Hi: 
was prepared lo give theui every credit for 
high prinoiple, but they should nol be there. 
Tho beads of departments were salaried 
ollicers but that wni quite a different thing. 
Tbe Hid in relatiun to cr \vn salaries was 
not brought forward lor the sake of ellect. 
lie was always under Iho impression that 
tho government cost too much, and llio 
ixpeiidiiuro could be coQsidurably reduced. 
Ihe res.diitiou vvould remain there; it was 
not done wiih yot. 

Ibiii reinbertun — Did n:;t like to give a 
silent voiCj lull he could not sn|)])i)rl the 
residuiioii. It was not a proper lime to 
bring it forward. Very important chanROS 
had taken placo i-iocu tbo losolution was 
brought forward. 

Hou Soiithgale — Agitation on such ques- 
lions roiarded ino prugresa ol llio Colony, 
lie fliuiild vole againsr Ihc residution. 

Hon Siiiith— Il be ihoiiglit that the resolu- 
tion would weaken ihe government he 
would not support it, but as be was sure it 
strengtheiiod tlie gnvernraont he gave it his 
9U|)port. The people would not bu eatistii^d 
with tliu guvernnieiiC until they dbluined 
what Ihey thiuijibl wa,-, a .•■ iillieieiit repreaen- 
lalioii. Althoiiuh Ihe colonirtl.s were not 
lavoiable lo iiioeh iigilati nii they took a 
deep interest iu what was going on. I'oople 
set themselves up as exponents of tbe 
colony, lik i tho hon member for Now 
WesUninsier, who contended that wo were 
not pre|);ired for a cliinge. He (lion 
•Siniti)) would support the principle ol the 
mea^uro. 

llun Harnard had thought a great deal 
iiboiit iliu iubjeolsiues it was first btoach- 
eil and had turned the matter over in his 
mind, and ho was convinced that we were 
not ill a 111 stale to cliaiiL't; llio form of the 
council 111 pre-eiit. Men did not wish lo 
>eii ihe euiineil compii-cd of Viotorian or 
New Westniiiisler iiieuibera. llu could nul 
see wIkum iiii;ii were lo come Irotn tu fill the 
council ill the evunl ol a larger number 
being required, Tho peopio of Lillooet hud 
lo ieli!^'rapli to Victoria, as they could not 
gi;t a ( iijglo mall tu eoimi down and spend 
his liitie. The prceiil ino.nber was uovur 
iu the district buloro. Ilo did not obj"Ct to 
U single priiicipio in tho resolution, but ho 
must bo oumpelled to vote it down. He 
would die for it. (An hon member — ' a 
(juecr wuy ol showing it.') It won d no 
doubt benetil tlio oounliy, hot under the 
|iieseiil ciieuniiiaiieeH, il waa nol po.-'si'jl,) 
Tliu cost (d goviTiimenl could not bu tn- 
ducod. Ho would not insure uny gentle-' 
man's bones that would attempt agitation in 
tbo upper country. 

Hull Ball — Wbf.n wo could count tliou- 
satids lor the hiiiidreds of population now iu 
Ihe colony it will bu quite tiiuo lo chango Ihe 
torm of representation, when nn honorable 
niembor had to inquire whore tho district 
wu4 that bo repreeentod, it was very plain 
ihat Iho coloDy waa not prepared tor a i 
change. Uo trusted that membeis would j 



never bo paid whilu ho remained in tho 

colony. 

Hon Ynnng objected lo pnid uienibera ; 
hut he would proler that two thirds of the 
ouuucil phould be elected membera wiih one 
third government members. 

Hon UoUusinoB — Oould see plainly what 
lhe result of a division- on lbs resolution 
would bo ; but be oouceived that tho defeat 
ol tho measure by the defection of popular 
members would rujult in a pojjiilar victory. 
I'ho hon ineiiibor for New iVeLitminster hud 
taken groat credit to himself for his opposi- 
tion to popilur institutions. Whatever 
credit ho had gained in ibat re?pect would 
doubtless be very gratifying to Now West- 
minstur, and tbo bon member ought to ba 
crowned with laurels. He thought his duly 
as an Englishman was lo bring iho measure 
forward, alllioiigli he would liavo preferred 
DOt to huvo been called upon to take Ihe 
initiative. He found himself alone with 
the boo member for Columbia, who gave him 
a quasi support, at the same tinio Jumning 
the measure with faint praise. Hon tnom- 
bTS from Vaucouvor Islnnd had pledged 
ihemselvea to support him- Ha liked India 
rubber men in their place. Some hon mem- 
bers who were so careless about coming 
there would not be Iruituis lo principle 
always like some geDllemen under ilic 
influeoco of tbe blandishmeat of potver, 
The boD member for Victoria Dielrict had 
pledged himself to support the resolution, 
now lie wouUI Uirn round und wish the 
resolution wiitidruwn. Ijy adopting the 
resolution they would lake tho best means of 
avoiding agitation resistance to il, the 
surest means of producing ugilaiion. Tho 
hon member for Yalo said l:o would not 
insure his (DeCosmos) bones if he went up 
eonnlry. If he went up country be believed 
Ilia bones would bu porleeily sale. The 
hon member lor Quesnel hud oljioied to 
paying tnemhcrs ot that council, hud Ihey 
nut paid members at that moment ? and yet 
Iho hon member coiidorai.ed the principle of 
which ho himself wa.i a shining example. 
The great orator from Cariboo Uistricl bail 
considered Ihii mea^nre preinaiiire, lie 
iruslcd the lion gentleman would bu able to 
justify hia vole wiih bis consiiiuenis. ( Tlie 
bun gentlomao spoke at considerable leugtb, 
and made a mopi ablo vpeech.) 

Alter a lew rem ark 1 from ll''il Ilelmcisen 
who pro|io-ed an onu'inluieiit, tho liuo'-e 
divided wlioii llio aiiioudinenl was lost, he 
numbers boiog I fi to Ii. 

Tbo original iiiolion waa then put to the 
house with a precisely similar result.
